One teader urging disapproval 
of the Manker application said 
in The Upland News office this 
week that mass residential build- 
ing is an economic liability to 
the present taxpayers. 


Therefore, he argued, Upland 
should not have any subdivi- 
sions and that fewer the num- 
ber of people in the community, 
better off would be the present 
property owners. 


He may or may not be right. 
At least he thinks so and there 
are people who agree with him. 


If subdivisions are such an 
economic liability to the tax- 


payers, most of Southern ( ‘ali-, 
fornia’s cities would be bank- 
rupt. \ 


If new families coming here 
do not “pay their way” Upland 
city tax rate and the Upland 
school district tax rate should 
be drastically  imcreased. 
The fact remains the Upland 
city: rate has not been increased 
and ‘the city’s financial reserves 
are in very good shape. Upland 
school tax rate is some higher 
teday ‘than 10 years ago but 
not at all out of line

Issue Is ‘Do We Want Change” As 
Political Race. At Even Start 


Many observers look upon the 1952 political battle as an 
“even” race, now that the Democrats have picked Adlai Stev- 
enson as head of the ticket. 

While the Republican standard bearers of Eisenhower and 
Nixon are regarded as more outstanding in many respects, 
Stevenson has the big political advantage of being one of the 
party in power. While Stevenson as the governor of Illinois 
was just another governor, his favorable showing at the Chi- 
cago convention has raised his standing considerably. 

The general conclusion now is: “Whomever is elected, 
there will be a change for the better.” 

After millions of words have been spoken and written and 
November comes, the final question will be: “Do We Want a 
Real Change in Washington?” Governor Stevenson would, 
to a measure, give the nation some change. He would still 
have the Democratic party structure and the big and little 
wheels; his course would be not far from the Democratic path. 


A complete change would give the nation new leadership 
and a new approach to the internal situation. 

Some cf what we hear about the Democratic wastetul- 
ness and graft is doubtless very true. There is some merit 
to the argument about a party being in power too long. Many 
other good reasons can be cited for favoring a real change 
in Washingion. 

In any event, both parties have fairly strong leaders and 
the battle at this point is fairly even. What is said and how 
it is said by the Republican challengers will be more import- 
ant than whai Stevenson says or does not say. 


School Budget Hearings Provide 
Opportunity Asking Questions 


A careful study of the proposed budget for the Upland 
school district is suggested and for a detailed examination 
turn to page five of today’s Upland News, where the budget 
is printed as a legal advertisement. 


It is interesting to note that an increasing percentage of 
financial support is coming from funds colleged by the 
state. For example in the 1951-52 budget funds from the 
state totaled $159,452, and the income from property taxes 
and other local sources was $117,161, 

For the current year, ending next June 30, income from 
the state for support of the local school district will be $191.- 
071 and income on the local level will be $117,881. 

Based on the ‘average daily attendance,” state funds are 
alloted local districts. The formula used in apportioning the 
state money has been changed to benefit some districts and 


that is one of the main reasons for the boost in the state-level! 
income here. 


Taxpayers pay the bill but it is comforting to note that 
local property is carrying less and less of the obligation. The 
sales tax is one of the principle sources of funds for state- 
allocated money. 

Interested persons will note the 20 per cent increase in 
Proposed expenditures over the 1951-52 budget. In almost 
every classification, expenses are higher. And that is no 
surprise in the light of increased enrollment and higher costs. 

A mere reading of the budget, however, leaves many 
questions unanswered. A public hearing is for the purpose 
of giving taxpayers an opportunity to get better informed of 
where and why the money is being spent. 


And so the August 7 meeting of the Upland board of edu-
